The protest of Central Church against 


the new site chosen by the Grand Ave- 


nue church was based on the fact that it 


is practically on the same. block with 

the Central Chureh building. 
Churches 2600 Feet Apart. 

Central Church is at the southeast cor- 
ner of Delmar boulevard and Clara ave- 
nue, 5600 west. On the south side of 
Delmar boulevard there is no intersec- 
ting street between it and Union boule- 
vard, 5300 west. 

Dr. H. N. Spencer, one of the confer- 
ence committee from the Grand Avenue 
church, said the new site was chosen be- 
cause it was in the neighborhood where 
the members of that church lived. 

‘Were’ we to move to some other 
neighborhood,” he said, “‘we woulii later 
have to move again. We do not believe 
that the Central congregation will be 
favorably’ affected by our new location. 
They bave not ‘a large building and at 
present have as large a membership and 
congregation as they are equipped for. 
While the distance is only three blocks 
under our city system of numbering, 
the blocks. are very long and the dis- 
tance is 2600 feet.” 

Brank Church to Move. 

Delegates from the Cook Avenue and 
Brank Memorial churches, the two 
Southern Presbyterian congregations in 
St. Louis, will attend Thursday night’s 
conference. The -Brank Memorial 
Church, at Vernon and Academy ave- 
nues, is almost as near the Grand Ave- 
nue Church’s new Union avenue site 
as is the Central Church,

location in the Pankview neighborhood 
or any other district in the extreme 
west where it may choose to locate.

The St. Louis public school teach- 
ers will get an increase in salaries of 
approximately 20 per cent, 
with the next school year. 

By the unanimous vote of the Board 
of Education, Superintendent Blewett 
was instructed to prepare a schedule of 
salaries, giving St. Louis teachers as 
good cémpensations as they receive in 
other large cities. 

Dr. Emil Simon, 
resolutions, says its adoption is equiva- 
lent to voting an increase in salaries. 
He estimates the advance will be about 
20 per cent to teachers in all grades, 

The teachers are petitioning for a % 
per cent increase. They declare the 
cost of living has advanced so mych 
during the last five years that their 
salaries are inadequate. 

They began the circulation of the pe- 
titions last week. They were prepar- 
ing to start a vigprous campaign for 
the increase. 

Dr. Simon said Wednesday that the 
poard will have plenty of money for 
the increased salaries and for all other 
purposes during the next year. The 
board refused to reduce the rate of tax- 
ation for school purposes from 60 cents 
on the $100 valuation to 55 cents, 

As building operations will not be so 
active next year the board expects to 
have enough money to give the teach- 
ers about what they are asking for in 
the way of increased salaries.

PLAY WAR FOR MY 


FRIEND ROOSEVELT 


Emperor and Former Presi- 


dent Watch Battle- Play 


of 12,000 Troops. 
Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World. 

BERLIN, May 11.—‘‘My friend Roose- 
velt,”” said the German Emperor, with 
fine enthusiasm, after the mimic battle 
they had watched, “I have been greatly 
pleased to show you some of our Ger- 
man troops. You are the first civillan 
who has ever reviewed our soldiers.”’ 

Around the Monarch and the former 
President had gathered all officers above 
the rank of major who had taken part in 
the stirring battle-play, staged on the 
broken country béelew Doeberitz. Turn- 
ing to them, the Emperor said: 

‘We%re honored today by having here 
the Seepeulelen: Colonel of the: Rough 
Riders.”’ 

Parting salutations were then ex- 
changed and the imperial party left in 
automobiles for» Potsdam, while Mr. 
Roosevelt, Kermit and Mr. White re- 
furned to this city. 

The scene of the evolutions was ad- 
mirably adapted to bring out the re- 
sources of officers and men, of whom 
12,000 took part. The topography 
was varied, open tracts being skirted 
with thick forests .and broken by 
streams, rough elevations and swamps. 

The maneuvers were witnessed also by 

a party which included Empress Au- 
guste Victoria, Crown. Prince Frederick 
William, Crown Princess Cecilie, Prin- 
cess Victoria Louise, Prince Adelbert, 
Kermit Roosevelt and Henry White, for- 
mer American Ambassador to France. 
_ The engagement opened with an artil- 
Jery duel,’ followed by a sharp collision 
along the whole front between the cav- 
airy and infantry. Three thousand 
cavalry participated, but there was no 
grand charge. 

The day was bright and sunny and the 
effect was most pleasing from Mueblen- 
berg Hill, from which Mr. Roosevelt, the 
Emperor, the umpires and officers of the 
general staff watched the finale: The 
operations completed, the officers above 
the rank of major, who had taken part 
in’ the maneuvers, assembled on Muehl- 
enberg Hill to hear the criticisms of the 
Emperor and the umpires. 

WASHINGTON, May 11.—Theodore 
Roosevolt today accepted by cable 
the appointment by President Taft to 
be special ambassador to represent 
the United States at the funeral of 
King Edward in London, May 20. 
The cablegrams exchanged between 
the President ‘and.Col. Roosevelt 
were made public. 


LONDON, May 11.—After communicat- 
ing with Roosevelt, the committee of the 
corporation decided today to present the 
former President with the honor free- 
dom of London May 31, the date orig- 
inally chosen.

“I am going to continue to practice 
medicine, right here in Kansas City,’ 
he said, ? “I will show the people that 
I am‘ not as bad as [ have been 
painted.’’ 

It was Conkling’s constant hammer- 
ng on cyanide which chiefly discon- 
certed Hyde during his cross-examina- 
tion. 
cyanide to kill roaches in his office, 
and had it put into capsules so that it 
would not lose its strength, opening the 
capsules and sprinkling the poison on 
soiled towels, which attracted the in- 
sects. And he had said that he bought 
cultures of typhoid and diphtheria 
bacilli with a view to establishing a bac- 
teriological laboratory in his office, and 
had used the typhoid cultures in making 
the Widal test, by which the blood of 
patients suspected of having typhoid 
fever is tested to learn whether the dis- 
ease is present. 


“Did you ever buy cyanide at any 
drug store except Hugo Brecklein’s?’’ 
Conkling asked. (Dr. Hyde had testi- 
fied that he had used it eight or ten 
years, mostly for removing stains of 
silver nitrate.) 

“Don’t Remember” Ia Answer. 

“I don’t remember,” said Dr. Hyde, 
hesitating. 

“Did you ever buy it at Brecklein’s be- 
fore last October?” (Brecklein had an- 
swered this question in the negative.) 

“I don’t remember.” 

“Well, think. Did you ever buy it 
there before?’ 

“I don’t believe I did.” 

“And you can’t remember the name 
of any other drug store where you 
bought it?’ 


‘No, I have no independent recollection 
of it,’”’ said Dr. Hyde. 

In much the same way Conkling made 
the witness unhappy about the purchase 
of camphorated oll, a powerful heart 
stimulant. He had testified that he in- 
jected this into Margaret Swope’s arm 
and Mrs. Hyde had testified that when 
her husband found there was none of 
the drug in the Swope home he went to 
Kansas City and bought a bottle and 
brought it out and “gave it to me to 
keep for him.” 

Breaking off in a long series of ques- 
tions about the typhoid cultures, Conk- 
ling asked suddenly: 

“Where did you buy that camphor- 
ated oil?’’ 

The interrogation came with the sud- 
denness of a pistol shot.‘ Hyde, already 
worn and nervous, started in hig chair, 
plucked with his fingers at his lips, 
started frowning at the floor a mo- 
ment, and flushed to the roots of his 
sandy hair. 


Witness Stammers Replies, 

“I don’t remember,” he stammered. 
“T had had it at my office for some 
time.” 

“Did you bey it at Brecklein’s?’”’ 

“T don’t think I did.” 

“What other drug stores do you deal 
with?” 

“Oh, a lot of them.” 

“You think you bought it at one of 
the others?” 

“Yes, I think I did.” 

“Give me the names of the other drug 
stores you deal with.’’ 

"IT can’t do that.’’ 

“Give me the name of one of them.” 

There was a pause, 

“1 can think of the names of any 
of them,” said Hyde. 


Conkling produced the culture tube

Conkling brought 
out, and seemed to attach great im- 
portance to it, that he had bought 14 
culture ‘tubes at one time, and more 
than two hundred within a few weeks, 
prior to the typhoid epidemic in the mil- 
lionaire’s household. About half of the

Doctor Rebuked for Sarcauns. 

“What I mean is that all of it might 
have been used in one test.”. 

“Now you bought 65 culture tubes 
on one occasion, didn’t you?’ 

“Yes, and there was an earthquake in 
the West Indies a few days later,” 
Hyde retorted, losing his temper. 

“I don't want any sarcasm from you,” 
said Conkling warningly. 

Judge Latshaw said the answer was 
improper, and warned Dr. Hyde against 
failure to respond to the questions. 

“I just want to say that there isn’t 
any connection between my typhoid cul- 
tures and the typhoid in the Swope 
home,’’ Hyde explained. 

Later, when Hyde evaded a question, 
Judge Latshaw said sharply and sternly, 
“Answer that question, doctor.”” There- 
after the answers were direct: 

Mrs. Hyde seemed deeply troubled 
while her husband was undergoing this 
ordeal, and at times her eyes were full 
of tears. Friends who sat behind her 
were in readiness to lend her aid if she 
collapsed. But she brightened toward 
the end of the cross-questioning, and 
once or twice smiled encouragement at 
her perspiring and nervous husband. 

Conkling went into the events of the 
day Chrisman died, Dec. 6 last. “And 
you were so considerate of your brother- 
in-law that you turned him gently in 
bed after he died?’ he asked. Hyde's 
lawyers Objected, and were sustained. 
Witnesses for the State have said Dr. 
Hyde jerked the body roughly akcscut the 
bed. 

“You didn’t have any time to hunt 
roaches that day, did you?’’ Conkling 
asked. . 

An objection was sustained, and 
Conkling put the question in this form: 
“Well, did you sprinkle any cyanide 
around your office that day?” 

Hyde said he didn’t. 

Conkling emphasized the fact that 
Hyde had not told his stenographer about 
his plan to kill cockroaches with cyan- 
ide, and had not told the janitor who 
cleaned the room every day. 

Defense Rests Its Case. 

When the cross-examination was con- 
cluded, Frank P. Walsh, chief of Hyde’s 
counsel, announced that the defense 
rested its case, and the introduction of, 
rebuttal testimony began. W. T. John- 
son of Hyde’s counsel was put on the 
stand by the prosecution to testify about 
a letter John G. Paxton, an executor of 
the estate, wrote to him when the de- 
mand was made by Hyde's experts for 
part of Col. Swope’s viscera, to test on 
Hyde's behalf for poisons. Paxton wrote 
that the matter was under grand jury 
investigation and that the proper pro- 
cedure, if an indictment was returned, 
was to apply to the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney for the viscera. 

Johnson made an exceedingly reluc- 
tant witness, and said he could not re- 
member the contents of the letter. Bu 
Paxton ‘had kept a carbon copy, and 
the prosecution managed to get the con- 
tents into the record. Hyde did not ap- 
ply to Conkling for the viscera. 

Two laborers testified about work they 
did on the Swope premises, and about 
sanitary conditions.on the premises, and 
court adjourned at 6 p. m.
